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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see remarks/131 affidavit, filed on 06/04/2010, with 
respect to claims 28-33 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections are withdrawn and claims 28-33 are allowed in view of the closest prior 
art on record Karczewicz (US 20040066974). Claim 33 will be allowed after 
correcting at line 1 encoding should read decoding. Appropriate correction is 
required. The above correction was pointed out in the last office action and is not 
addressed by the applicant. Newly presented claims 34-36 are examined as 
follows. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "scaling" as 
claimed in claims 34-36 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 
34-36 recites " encoded video data" at line 1 and 'scaling" at line 8. The above 
limitations are not described or disclosed in the specification. As to what is 
disclosed in the specification and as seen in Figs 1 and 7 it is encoded image 
data and not the encoded video data. As far as the limitation of "scaling" it is not 
described in the specification nor does the fig 7 show the scaling block which 
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perform the operation of scaling. For the purpose of the examination an image 
data will be decoded. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 33 is objected to because of the following informalities: At line 1 encoding 
should read decoding. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mitchell et al. (US 6839468) hereafter Mitchell as best understood by the 
examiner. 

34. Regarding claim 34, Mitchell discloses a method of decoding encoded video 
(image) data for display of the video (image) data, comprising computer- 
executable steps performed by a processor of a computer system to implement: 
receiving a group of four blocks each including transform coefficient levels (Col 4 
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lines 53-55 which discloses four compressed blocks of 8X8 image data); 

applying entropy decoding to the respective four blocks in the group (Col 4 lines 
57-58 where entropy decoding of the image data blocks is disclosed); 
reading the transform coefficient levels of the entropy decoded four blocks from a 
low frequency to a high frequency (Col 3 lines 7-13 which discloses the 
arranging the coefficients from low to high frequency) into a single block of 
transform coefficient levels (Col 4 lines 57-59 and 63 which discloses one 
dimensional vector format and single block); and scaling (Col 4 lines 55 and 
63 discloses scaling) and inversely transforming the transform coefficient levels 
of the single block to thereby decode the encoded video (image) data (Col 4 
lines 60-61 discloses the inverse transforming the coefficients in the block 
meeting the claim limitation). 

35. Claim 35 is a corresponding decoder claim of claim 34. See the explanation 
of claim 34. 

36. Claim 36 is a corresponding non-transitory medium claim of claim 34. See 
the explanation of claim 34.
